Unemployment was considered.a big contributing factor to an average of three 
patients a day being treated at Western General Hospital for serious suicide 
attempts, Mr. Ralph Willis, MHR, said at the weekend. 


Mr Willis, the Mem- 
ber for Gellibrand and 
Opposition spokesman 
on industrial relations, 
was commenting at his 
Williamstown home on 
remarks he made in the 
House of Representa- 
tives last Thursday. 


He made the remarks 
while introducing an ur- 
gency motion on the social 
and economic con- 
sequences of prolonged 
and increasing unemploy- 
ment, . :
